SOLVING CALIFORNIA 
New Years Day, 1939 



A year ago I wrote to several of my friends about 
tentative plans for an American folk school for rural 
youth. I sent the plans also to others whose friendship 
I could lay no claim to, but whose judgment and skill I 
greatly trusted. 

Their reactions were so uniformly favorable that, 
in order to guard against possible errors, I submitted the 
plans to a good many more than the original one hundred . 
people. The following are some of the observations which 
have come back to me; 

From a member of the faculty of the University of 
California who had been asked to serve as member of a 
National Advisory Committee for the School for Life; "Glad 
to be of assistance on such a swell project in any capacity 
whatsoever." 

From the founder and Director of the most successful 
folk school in America: "Last night I managed to find time 
to read over your last pamphlet in regard to the founding of 
a folk school in California. It all sounds quite thrilling, 
and I have no comments to offer except that I hope with all 
my heart that it will work out." 

From a faculty member of Mills College; "Thank you 
for sending me information about your proposed school. I 
am much more interested than I can prove. ...If you are in 
this area I should be glad to help you with any suggestions 
I could give." 

From, a faculty member at Yale: "I want to thank you 
for sending me your prospectus and I am certainly enthusiastic 
about your idea. ...I do hope that you are able to raise the 
money and make a success of the movement. I feel you have a 
sound idea and one which is fundamentally needed in American 
life." 


From a faculty member at Chicago Theological Seminary, 
himself a pioneer of note in the enrichment of rural life: 

"I have read your outline for a folk school with the greatest 
of interest. The idea is excellent. The finances will, of 
course, be the major difficulty at first. I wish I could help." 

From the President of the most renown of the mountain 
schools: "As one who has studied somewhat the Danish Folk 




Schools, and who has known something of the work of Mrs. 
Campbell, I am greatly Interested in your project. As I send 
you carloads of good wishes, I send you one small check for — 
dollars. You will say that this is a tiny token of regard for 
a good man and a great cause. I grant this; but I think you 
will understand the demands which 2000 students, who have 
everything but money, make upon my pocketbook.” 

From an outstanding (many would say the most outstand¬ 
ing) authority in America on adult education: am coming to 

feel more and more that we ought to begin our educational con¬ 
ceptions with a set of basic human needs. These have not yet 
been determined, of course, but both science and philosophy are 
gradually revealing to us the nature of these needs. They will 
never become static; once we have grasped the pattern of hioman 
needs then It seems to me that it ought to be relatively simple 
to organize a curriculum around those needs. Fortunately your 
program seems to me to allow for such procedure. ... 

"With regard to your question about my assuming an ad¬ 
visory relationship to your school, may I say that I shall be 
happy to do this, but, of course, with the reservation that 
most of my counsel will necessarily come by way of correspondenc 

From the former President of Antioch College, whose work 
the late President Eliot of Harvard called the most significant 
experiment in American education, "I am heartily in accord with 
your objectives. ...Let me know what progress you make.” 

From a graduate of Groton and Amherst with graduate work 
at Harvard, Yale and Sorbonne, ”I am delighted to hear that you 
are linked up with this educational project which I’m sure is 
promising and worthwhile. I myself would like to contribute 
something towards it.” 

From a Danish pastor in California who has been formerly 
associated with the Danish folk schools, ”I have read your plan 
thoroughly and find it practical and sound to the most minute 
detail.” 

From the Chairman of Catholic Rural Life Activities of 
the Archdiocese of San Francisco, ”I received your outline of 
the Folk School. ... I was so much interested in it that I 
thought it worth while to have a copy of it made to forward 
to Archbishop Mitty. Over a year ago I submitted to him a 
broad outline of a school for young farmers to be held during 
the winter period.” 

From the Director of Field Work of Union Theological 
Seminary in New York, ”I am greatly interested in your Solvang 
project and shall be glad to serve on an Advisory Committee 
if and when the plan gets under way.” 

From one of the Federal Supervisors of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Education, ”I have read your plan several times. ... 

Of the need for such an educational program as you vision there 






is no question, it seems to me. Of the necessity of some one 
with vision, "stick-to-it-iveness”, leadership, ability, under¬ 
standing of people (intellectual as well as emotional) to 
serve as director of such a program there is no doubt. Equally 
there is no question in my mind but that you possess these 
qualities. ...I really do not know of anyone whom I think has 
greater possibilities of making such a program a reality than 
yoil ♦.. how long do you think it will be before you can get such 
a really worthwhile undertaking under way?" 

From a personal friend of an old Eastern banking family 
interested in education, "The question of leadership is one of 
the most serious in these times in every line. Your plan is 
ideal, your staff most unusual in character and ability, your 
curriculum comprehensive and practical. You have seen the work¬ 
ing out of the ideas of such a school and know the need, I 
should think you would have the budget for a year, or perhaps^ 
two years, guaranteed before you could start an enterprise which 
cannot produce income until it has grown to considerable size. 
Have you not men in California who could become backers of such 
a school for the sake of California? Men of large means and 
vision?" 


I think we have men in California, of large means and 
vision, whom we can count on as potential backers of such a 
school. But meanwhile we are bound to conclude that the need 
is pretty widely recognized and that the School for Life, as 
previously outlined, would be reasonably effective in meeting 
the need. We are consequently going ahead. We shall have the 
School for Life Incorporated under the laws of the State of 
California as a non-profit corporation. And we shall proceed 
to seek the capital wherewith to acquire the necessary land, 
buildings and equipment. 

Meanwhile, in order not to lose another winter, we are 
starting right off, viith as many students as can be accommodated 
in an old homestead controlled by lease for the next two years. 

We can take in as many as twelve students now if we can quickly 
find the necessary funds for room, board and tuition, sufficient 
for the next five months. 

Seven dollars will keep a student for one week, thirty 
dollars will provide room, board and tuition for one student 
for one month. $150 will keep one student through one semester. 
$265. - Will provide much needed second-hand motor transporation, 
either a station wagon or a small truck. If you can and will 
help, please send your funds to Eric H. Thomsen, Solvang, Calif. 

If you desire to contribute funds, in greater or smaller 
sums, for the capital for the permanent school, please send your 
checks to Pierce and Hedrick, Phelan Building, San Francisco, 
Calif., clearly marked "Funds for the School for Life".

I wish to appeal to you for your help in the present time of 
crisis in a great effort to save peace, an .effort which it is intended to 
make as comprehensive and as widespread as possible# 

Recent years have been marked by a steady deterioration of 
the international situation. Peace, and with it economic and cultural 
collaboration between the nations, are jeopardised. Recent territorial 
changes have been effected which are the result either of a brutal resort 
to force or of threats unparalleled in history. These changes have brought 
no improvement in the international situation; on the contrary, they have 
made it more critical than ever. 

Catholics, Protestants and Jews, all who do not share, or 
have not in the past shared, the views of their new masters are oppressed 
and in some cases killed, tortured or driven from their homes and occupations 
Threats of aggression follow one another. UBiere no "racial” pretext can 
be invoked, it is the form of political organisation ^ich peoples have 
chosen iriiich serves as an excuse for launching against them campaigns of 
violent abuse. Individuals TRho venture to express disapproval of the 
resort to force in international politics are made the victims of attacks 
and calximnies, ^ 

We are confronted with a situation Tidiich has not only sapped 
the foxmdations of the Lea.gue of Nations, but which is rapidly destroying 
the most elementary principles of ordered relations between peoples# 

The world is in danger of splitting into rival camps, armed 
to the teeth and only awaiting the moment to hurl themselves at one another's 
throats. At all costs this plunge into the abyss must be prevented. This 
can be done if public opinion is so informed and organised that it can secui-e 
the reconsideration by Governments of every aspect of their international 
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policy. It is to this immense work of education and organisation that 

the International Peace Campaign is more than ever determined to devote 
all its energies. 

You are no doubt aware that the purpose of the International 
Peace Campaign is to secure the joint or parallel action of organisations 
of all kinds, rigidly excluding from its. programme any form of party politics. 

The movement is led and inspired in the many countries where 
it is at work by outstanding men and women from all walks of life. 

Attacks have naturally been made against the Campaign. There 
is reason to believe that these attacks are in fact inspired by precisely 
those Governments who have adopted violence and threats as i-nstmments of 
their national policy. 

To pemit the great expansion of the work of the International 
Peace Campaign inhich recent events have shewn to be necessary, it is our 
intention to create an 

INTEfflATIONAL' ffiAGE FUND 

which will be centralieed at the Uoyd-s 4 National Provincial- Foreign Bank, 

Ltd., at Oeneva, International Peace Oanipaign, Account No. 1948"(International 
Peace Fund). 

With the aid of this Fund we hope to bo able to acoomplleh a 
taek vhich cay be defined in tame of the following principal objectives, 

1. The publication and diffusion throughout the world of a series of books 
and other studies concerning the real problems of international affairs, the 
great importance of international economic co-operation, the possibility of 
a common ground by Oovernments to prevent aggression and for the peaceful 
dettlement of international dilutes. The purpose of these studies «uld 

e to shew that when the principles of the League of Nations were applied and 

of stable peace, and that it is the abandonment by lcvern.ents of these 
prrn^plos and this machinery which has led the «rld to its present condition 

2. ™e organrsation of a news service that would, in time, of crisis, and 
.ore eepecrally before crieeshave had time to develop, place at the disposal 

leaders of opinion. Members of Parliament, heads of organisations. 
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industrialists, men of trained intellect, Church leaders, etc.,-trustworthy- 
information on current events, 

3. The establishment of an International Staff School, to bring together 
in different European centres Members of Parliament, graduates, and 
officials of organisations to discuss basic international problems under 
the leadership of experts in foreign affairs. 

The students of this Staff School, about two hundred in number, 
will return to their respective countries and there take the lead in infb rm- 
ing public opinion on international affairs and will issue detailed studies 
on current events. 

I am taking the liberty of sending you a confidential report on 
the activity of the International Peace Campaign, which I hope-you will have 
time to read, and vdiich will give you a better idea of the work of the 
movement than is possible in a letter which by its length has already tres¬ 
passed vinduly on your good will. 

In the hope that you will be able to help in the work of carrying 
out the tremendous tasks that we have set ourselves, I am venturing to ask 
for your financial support.

Fellowship of Reconciliation 

Dear Friends: 

As I have reflected upon the budget of $30,430*00, aubhorized 
by the Coimcil last Monday, for Fellowship expenditures in 1939, I 
feel that perhaps I did not eniphasize sufficiently in. the Council 
meeting the work lidiioh will be involved in raising this money* In 
brief, the situation is that this figure is $709,00 more than our 
total income of last year and $830*89 more than our total expendi¬ 
tures last year* It is $2415*58 more than the $28,014*42 received 
in contributions last year* Also, the adopted budget is higher than 
any budget idiich the Fellowship has had since 1933* Furthermore, 

3.t has been adopted in face of the knowledge I'iJiioh I conveyed to the 
Committee, that the principal donor of the Christiai Social Justice 
Fund has stated to me, oatagorically, that he does not expect any 
of his money to be granted to the Fellov^ship in 1939* The amount 
of this grant last year was $1500,00* As almost every year one or 
more of the larger contributors to the Fellowship do not renew the 
succeeding year ki as large amounts, it i s generally necessary to 
turn up some new large gift replacements, 

"While I am in full sympathy with all the objects appropriated 
for in our 1939 budget, and also convinced that the money we need is 
in the counbry, yet I must, in frankness, make clear to the Committee 
a deep personal concern ihioh I have in the mabter* It is that I am 
unwilling to go on indefinitely carrying as much moral and personal 
responsibility for the Fellowship budget as has been the case for a 
good many years* Such a situation isdsviously unsafe for the Fellow^ 
ship and puts too great a strain on me. 

In eddition to securing contributions for the Fellowship, I am 
solely responsible for the Anerioan share of Embassies of Reconcilia¬ 
tion ($3750,00 a year) and a principal share in securing the budget 
of the Committee on Militarism in Education. 

Furthermore, the F*0*R. Executive Committee, in its last Diet¬ 
ing, urged me to consider making a trip for the Fellowship to the 
Par East, If I am able to do this ab all the only available time 
would be next Pall, i,e* practically all of Ihe time from the F*0,E. 
Conference in September to Christmas* I am already booked for a trip 
through the South, out to the Pacific Coast and back through the 
North from next February 19th to April 6th, If I should have to do 
all the travel indicated, plus thorough preparations for the Far 
Eastern trip it would be out of the question fbr me to devote the same 
amount of time to money-raising as I did last year* 


The consequence is that the Executive Committee, Treasurers and 
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Executive staff of the Fellowship must face this situafcion realistically now, at the 
beginning of the year, while there is still time to m&e provision for sidequate new 
ways and measwes to secure the budget we ought to have. I am nob suggesting that I 
will wash my hands of it entirely, but I must insist that I cannot carry as large a 
share of the responsibility as formerly and that, if the Fd.lowship should run into 
debt, I am not goirg to be actually or morally responsiHe for bailing it out. 

This letber is not meant to be pessimistic or to scare anybody, but it is a seri"f 
ous communication.

I have released to you and all the other heirs 
of Mr. and Mrs, Drausin Folse the leases and mineral deeds

Dear Kirby:- 

It was very nice to have your note. The examination papers are 
all finished; they were quite a Job, but very rewarding and educational. 
On the vdiole, they were very good; as always happens, of course, most 
of them consisted chiefly in a recapitulation of the lectures you 
had given (Nieboihr told his large lecture class that he had got rather 
groggy after he had read about twenty-five of the examination papers 
and seen his lectures reproduced so many timesl)* But almost without 
exception, your students showed a thorough knowledge of the viewpoints 
arrived at in the classes. Your influence will be prominent in the 
social thinking of the school for many years, of which I am very glad. 

I had to give two F's (Adkins, Holmes), and a few D's. I had 
no basis for reading the papers except to find the class average, and 
then to compare each paper, roughly, with that average. In the 
final ro\md-up, there were about an equal number of C's and B’s, and 
about 15 A'8 out of 72 papers. Reading for your courses was excellent, 
with the average number of pages being somewhere around 2500. 

It was splendid to have you here during the Fall, even if we did 
not get to see as much of you as we would have liked. Being a modest 
man, you can hardly know how extensive your influence has been over the 
last several college generations. I hope and pray that you may continue 
your work for many years from vantage points other than that of a Jail, 
not only for yo^u• sake but also for the sake of this crazy world.

I can well understand your desire 
not to .'jinko contributions to me beyond your payments in 1940* 

You have already been super-generous to me and I have no right 
to loan upon you longar. Ae a result of a round calculation I 
find thfit since 1916 you hare contributed generously toward my 
worl^j^ during 19 out of the 2J^ yerjrsj; including 1940 you have 
spent ap'-roxlmately $l^7JSbo on my salary* traveling expenses 
and hooks. In addition, you gave $40*000 to the World Tomorrow 
during the eight years that I was editor* This makes a total 
of $87,500* To tills must be added etypenses In connection with 
office overhead and stenographic assistance. This moans that 
your total contribution to my work has been well abors $90,000* 

There are simply no words available to convey to you the depth 
of ray gratitude* It Is literally true that your genoroua help 
has made pofislblo the kind of life that I have been living all 
these yeara. Without this continuous help I would have been 
compollod to make a drastic change In the nriture of my work. 
Among all my friends I do not know of one who has had this 
degree of financial cooperation from any source. Truly you

This is my first letter to you after your having honored me by making me 
your president, I write it with a deep sense of the importance of the work before 
our Disciples Peace Fellowship, 

I hope to be writing you again before very long outlining the program of 
our Fellowship for the months ahead, I will do this as soon as our executive com¬ 
mittee has had a chance to meet and work out a program, A meeting for this purpose 
is planned for early in February, After it has been held I am sure there will be 
many things we can do together for peace. 

One thing needs to be done now. Our membership roll needs to be revised so 
that our Fellowship will be composed of persons genuinely concerned about peace and 
ready to work for it. To this end I am enclosing a copy of our Covenant for you to 
sign and return to Mr, James A, Crain, our secretary. At the same time send your 
annual dues of 50 cents. If you paid your dues at the Denver Convention or since 
you need not do either of these things. We will assume that your having paid dues 
is an indication of your desire to continue as one of our Fellowship, If you have 
previously signed the commitment you need not sign it again unless you desire to do 
so. 

On receipt of your dues your name will be placed on the list to receive the 
Bulletin and other materials sent out by the Fellowship, We regret that costs of 
printing and postage make it impossible to supply non-dues-paying members. It co s ts 
in the neighborhood of $18,00 for postage simply to send a letter to the entire DDF 
membership. We want to retain on the membership roll every person who is interested 
in the program - therefore it is of the utmost importance that you let us know if 
you wish to continue . 


Even thou^ I can speak only for myself I cannot bring this letter to a 
close without suggesting that all of us need to be very alert in these days for they 
are fraught with significance for the future peace of the world* The President is 
pushing the re-armament program which will call for an expenditure of nearly two 
billion dollars. The Ludlow Resolution will likely be before Congress* Efforts 
will likely be made to anend the neutrality law to lift embargoes on Spain and to 
put into effect embargoes on Japan, All of these things need our study in order 
that we may act wisely to forward the peace of the world. Let us not grow weary in 
well-doing as we work for peace.

Dear Mr. Page, 

Your attitude of living creatively, I think, 
is sounding the real depths of human perscnality. 
When a person is so taken up with creating in 
this life, he must be an ebullient person. I 
don*t know you personally, but I have met others 
who have taken the same stand and these individ¬ 
uals seem to have a greater hold cm happiness 
and life than anyone else. 


I first heard of you through a Mrs. Nina 
B, Ashcraft--! think you know of her. She 
branded you as a bloodthirsty Communist, set 
on violating the American home, overthrowing 
our "beloved system" and—well you know the 
rest. Her friend Mrs. Billing had you list¬ 
ed in her "Red Network" as the vilest of rad¬ 
icals . 


We entertained Mrs, Ashcraft in our home. 
She then, on the side, warned us to an even 
greater extent of the diabolic nature of you 
and ycur kind. However, that was three years 
ago and I was but 15 years of age and very 
impressionable. Since then TMre studied 
psychology, philosophy ar]d socialology and 
found Mrs, Ashcraft to either be a fanatic 
conservative or a paid agent of capitalism. 
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And then, being an indigent person, I iras 
brought face to face with the serpent unemploy¬ 
ment. It is truly a demon. It is the cross 
on which men and women of America of today are 
being innocently hung,“But this frustration 
in trying to get a job did me a "whale” of a 
lot of good—it gave me a first hand view of 
the situation. 

In this job-hunting expedition I lost all 
of my affection for the "precious” old system. 


But to get back to Mrs, Ashcraft,—you had 
a debate with her, I believe,—She claims to 
be a Christian, You know the fruits of her 
life. And then I ran across your "Living 
Creatively," the other day at the Public Library. 
Comparing you with her, I would say that you 
are the much truer Christian than she, Christ 
said: "Another commandment do I give unto you— 
that you must love thy neighbor," Mrs Ashcraft 
and her 'policy of war savor more of hate than 
love. 

In ray contemplations on life, I see that 
the only satisfying work a person can do is 
for his fellow man and society. The thingsthat 
I have selfishly acquired with only my own wel¬ 
fare in mind--have soon lost their flavor 
and I became bored with than. Living just for 
wine, women and song soon loses its taste too. 
Perhaps life is just a realm of boredom. But 
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no—Living Creatively gives that thrill to life 
which so many persons are searching for. 
Cooperating with God in oration. 

Oh, yes, I still dance, and get a kick out 
of it—but it is only a means of recreation and 
not a goal in life. 

Although I am only eighteen years of age— 
the time when youjh has its fling and I am 
having niine--life means a ^whale” of a lot to 
me, Christ means a lot to me. His program of 
the abundant life seems to be the real McCoy. 
There, in the abundant life, is an attitude 
of positivism that gives one an enduring goal 
in life. 

Some of the boys in school and myself, and 
also some enterprising girls, are now forming 
a club—^Creative Youth Party of America" In 
this Tiarty we have dedicated ourselves to dis¬ 
cussing and solving some of the problems of 
America, We Intend to establish a club employ¬ 
ment bureau—to take trips to the slums—to 
delve into labor disputes—in other words to 
live creatively. We’intend to give to society 
as much of our energies as possible, realizing 
we get out or it v/hat we put in. 

Personally I have dedicated my life to 
a special project of bringing youth into a 
realization of life in his yearly years. It 
has been my experience that youth who are in 
the supnort of their parents know littl^ of 
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the nature of life—that there must be an 
output before an income. They frequent road 
houses—get drunk—have adolescent sex-affairs; 
all on their parents dough. Nothing really 
wrong with this behavior except that they are 
experiencing pleasure without work. I think 
reacreation is designed merely to reanirta te 
our perscnalities after work. These adolescent 
recreatlonlsts seem to me just lil^e parasites. 
Maybe this attitude is a ccmpensation of mine 
because I was bom without these facilites for 
pleasure, on my folk’s income, ':?hat I enjoy, 

I have to eam. 

If these youth could be conscripted into 
a labor camp such as the C.C.G and serve an 
apprenticeship to life doing irrigation, con¬ 
servation work and build raods and the like, 

I believe they would know more what life is 
about. This labor service need not be op- 
presive. Have each person placed in the service 
for which he is best fitted or likes the most. 

And then hive instructors to teach them the ideals 
of life. Not to just boss them around but to 
councel with them and advocate the more abundant 
life. In this connection , have competitive 
sports and periods of recreation. It would be 
a magnified Boy Scout group—only a productive 
factor in society. 

Have the youth serve a two-year period in 
such a camp--Say from 16 to 18, This would in¬ 
stil a true conception 
a moral equivalent to w 
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Every boy of this age ■would he req^ulred to 
serve his two years^—no matter his parentage* 
The rich man’s son would then he placed on the 
same opportunity level as the poor man’s. Thus 
hoth would have an equal start in life. 

In this service, youth would experience 
real happiness—happiness which comes from con¬ 
structive activity. Of course such a camp 
would have t o he self-governing and thus it 
would keep them in the spirit of democracy. 

That’s my personal aim in life. 

Perhaps you now think I am a scatter¬ 
brained idiot. Well, maybe you might not he 
far wrong, hut I still think it would he a 
good idea, 

Mr. Page, you have meditated rruch on the 
creative life. Would you please give us in 
the Creative Youth of .America Club a few hints. 
Maybe you hove in mind some projects we could 
take up. Some studies we could study into. 

If so, we would really he grateful if you 
would divulge them to us.

Tour long and highly Important letter of February 1 has reeelTad 
earneat and prayerful oonaideration* There la a poealblllty that 
I might be able to go with you to the Par Bast In Auguat* although 
my mind la wery far from being clear aa to the praotloablllty and

The queationa I have in ralnd are the aame onea you hare ralaed 
In your letter* I think It la highly-doubtful whether we would 
be permitted to trarel freely in China* The attitude of the 
Chineae Arabacaador In TTaahlngton to which you make referenoe la 
likely to be the prevailing attitude of Chineae leadera* More« 
over. It aeoma to me quite unlikely that I would be acceptable 
to Japaneae authorltiea* 

There are enough poaaibllltlea in the propoaal, however, to make 
It worthwhile to make further exploratlona* I will try to keep 
an open mind and aeek further guidance* 

The financial aspect may prove to be formidable* Our family 
flnancea are in a aerious condition* During the paat six months 
we have been subjected to about $2000 unexpected and extra ex* 
penses, which la complicating our affalra aerlously. I lost $1000 
last fall becauae of ray illness including hospital bills and 
losa of earnings, and Juat now I am compelled to spend $1000 In 
providing a small hoae for my aged mother who la now living with 
us since the accidental death of my brother In December* The 
loss of earnlnrs in the fall would be a serious factor for our 
family* I calculate that It will be^eceaaary for me to obtain 
an additional $3000 in gifts If I am able to make the trip* This 
will not be easy to do because I heve already approached the 
persona who have regularly sustained my work* I have been sur¬ 
prised and disappointed In the rasponaea of my financial appeals 
since the days b spent with the Emergency Peace Campaign* This 
financial hbrrler ia not Inaurmountabla, but it is formidable. 

Unfortunately I will not bo here when you arrive* I am.leaving 
tonight for a long tour through the 3outh and Middle Atlantic 
region, and will not return home until March 22* In the meantime, 

I hope you will keep me intimately In touch with (levelopnenta* It 
would be a groat Joy to have this rich experience with you if It

Dear Kirby: 

Your letter of February 6th, arrived this morning and I am so, glad to 
have your itinerary. l",fhen are you coming to New York? 

As you probably know, Mr. Eddy is in Florida at the present time. He 
is spending a couple of weeks with Raymond Robins at Brooksville, then plans to 
go to St. Petersburg. I do not know the exact date when he will arrive in 
St. Petersburg but he has a speaking engagement there on the 22nd. He is speak¬ 
ing to the retired *^Y” secretaries for Percy Jerome. 

We discussed the question of further payments to you for 1939 before 
he left. There is no question of his willingness to pay what you need, but it is 
just a case of our not being able to do sc at the present time. We have al¬ 
ready paid the |1500 for the year ending August 31, 1939 and $200 on the first 
quarter of the year September 1, 1939 to August 31, 1940. This leaves a bal¬ 
ance due of $800 for the year ending August 31, 1940. Our bank account is decidedly 
low and we actually have not $800 at the present time. We are having to make ex¬ 
penditures on account of our European Seminar and I do not see any prospect 
of being able to pay the $300 for several months unless somebody makes us a letrge 
gift. I have asked Mr. Eddy to talk with you about the matter when he sees you 
in Florida. I certainly hope you will be able to get together somewhere down 
there. 


I wonder whether you are going to be able to attend the American Seminar. 
We will be in Washington April 24th to 2Sth, and New York May 1st to 5th. 

I certainly hope that you can attend. We are counting on you to take part in 
some of the round table discussions - especially in the one that we are now 
planning for Tuesday morning, May 2nd, on the subject ”War or Peace for Europe 
and America - What is Our Responsibility?” Naturally, we would like to have 
you represent the Pacifist point of view. The matter of securing our speakers 
has been left more or less in my hands. Of course Mr. Eddy has indicated those 
he especially wishes to have take part. It would be very helpful, however, 
if you could make some suggestions too. For instance, who would be the best 
person to express the attitude of the Isolationists? And xvhat other suggestions 
can you make for this topic and also for the topic of our opening session which 
is to be ”The Present World Situation”. We have asked Dr. Shotwell to take the 
chair at this meeting, and Dr. lyman Bryson to take the chair at the meeting on 
War or Peace. I will appreciate any suggestions that you make.

Just last evening Kevin Sayre, Elmore ^'^^cKee and I spent 
the evening vdth P* C. Ksu, v/hom Ivluriel Lester has long 
been calling the Gandhi of China* Ills attitude reveal¬ 
ed the most serious misunderstandings and misinterpre¬ 
tations of the work of the American Fellov/ship and 6f 
pacifists in this country in general* It also shovjed 
that ivith the best of will he is finding extraordinary 
difficulty in understanding the situation in this 
country* If this is true between pacifists on the two 
sides of the ocean, it must be even more true of Chris¬ 
tians; and if it is true of Christians, it must be far 
more true of the general population. In my judgment 
the appeal to rulers, while important, is still second¬ 
ary* The indispensable thing v/hioh such a mission as 
yours can do ^vill be to keep the bond of Christian 
fellowship and pacifist solidarity strong. 

I also think that the constituency in America, 
whose ears we have, would be vastly helped by the mes¬ 
sage that you could bring back after having made such 
a trip at such a time as this*

This morning I received word from Miss Rumbough 
that you had suggested "What Shall We Do About 
Germany, Italy, and Japan?" as the title of your 
public address in College Heights Church here 
on Feb.20. I am therefore publishing this as the 
title of your talk. I think it good, and it should 
awaken the attention of many. 

Today Miss Louise Woodford, the State Secretary of the 
Florida Chain of Missionary Assemblies, and a member 
of F.O.R., told me that Or.

The Winthrop budget 
appropriation for 1939- 
40, with an expected en¬ 
rollment of 1760, will be 
much less than half of 
what it was in 1929, with 
1744 students, if the waya 
and means committee rec¬ 
ommendation thi s week 
stands.' 

The committee recom¬ 
mended $203,626 for 
Winthrop in 1939-40. In 
1929, Winthrop received 
$468,000. The ways and 
means figure is $62,000 
under the present year’s 
appropriation, and is 
$192,000 below the 
amount President Shelton 
Phelps and the board of 
trustees deemed neces¬ 
sary ot run the school 
next year. 

Winthrop students seem 
more concerned, however, 
with the proposed in¬ 
crease in tuition from 
$60 to $100. Overheard 
throughout the campus in 
the last few days have 
been remarks from many 
girls that a $40 increase 
will mean that they can¬ 
not attend college. 

The College administra¬ 
tion expressed itself this 
week before a General 
Assembly committee as 
being vigorously opposed 
to any increase in tuition 
fees.
